The section is taken verbatim from the 
new primary election law which becomes 
effective next Friday.

candidate at this juncture, and the politi- 
clans were d When they saw the 
possibilities involved in the memoranda of 
the election commissioners. 

“There is nothing in the law which pre- 
vents a candidate for senator filing a peti- 
tion at this time,“ said Chief Clerk John C.

sioners. “Of course there is no vacancy, 
and it is presumed that a senatorial pri 
properly precedes the election of a jegisia- 
ture which 4s to regularly elect a United 
States senator..

Seidel Says Milwaukee Toilers’ 
Homes Will Be Models. 


AT BIG VOLKSFEST OUTING. 


Declares It Will Be Some Time Before 
Socialism Is Introduced. 


Bullding the groundwork of an idea 
Socialist city was described by Mayor Emil 
Seidel yesterday as the object of the present 
Socialist administration of Milwaukee. He 
addressed an audience of %,000 German- 
American singers at a volkafest in 
Brand’s park, speaking firet in German and 
closing his address in English. 

The occasion was the open air demonetra- 
tion in connection with the fifth annual con- 
vention and saengerfest of the Germen- 
American Saengerbund of the Northwestern 
States. 

When we came into the city hall at Mil- 
waukee we found the administrative ma- 
chinery rickety and rusty and absolutely 
useless for our purpose, said the Socialist 
mayor. The board of public works was a 
three-headed monster with tentacles reach- 
ing into corporation and contractors’ offices 
in all parts of the city. 


Plan an “Ideal City,” 

“When we set abo to kill the monster 
the Republicans and Democrats told us we 
couldn't do it. We said nothing but went 
ahead and killed it. 

Many are wondering if we have intro- 
duced Socialism in Milwaukee. I am frank 
to confess that we have not, and it probably 
will be a long time before we shall be able 
to do so. We are building the groundwork 
for an ideal city for men and women to live 
in. 

We are planning to make it possible for 
workingmen to have good homes, Streets in 
which workingmen’s homes are to be dull 
should be models for the world, and we are 
going to make them look like boulevards. 
They will be lined with fine trees, grass pilots, 
and flowers There is no need of having the 
streets as wide as the main business thor- 
oughfares.

Hence it is that the larger the number of 
emigrants from any given town and the greater 
the number of years since emigration began, the 
greater will be their distribution among cities of 
the United States. Large cities like Palermo, 
Messina, Reggio, and Naples, from which emi- 
gration is of long standing and of large size, 
will have representatives im many cities of the 
United States.

| Social Service Commission Recommends 
Several Reforms. 
— 


New York, June 26.—The social service 
commission of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in Agmerica pronounces, 
in a special report made public tonight, that 
the living conditions for laborers of the Beth- 
lehem Steel company are worse than those 
alleged to exist in Pittsburg by the Pittsburg 
survey, the report of which aroused wide 
comment. 

A special committee of the commission re- 
ports that, just before the recent strike, 51 
per cent of all employés worked tweive 
hours @ day and that beyond and inten- 
sifying the evils of a twelve hour day was 
the existence in many departments of a seven 
day week. Twenty-eight per cent of all em- 
ployés worked regularly seven days in the 
week, but in addition were those who worked 
regularly on Sundays as overtime.” 


Compelled to Work Sundays. 


Moreover, although it is claimed by the 
management that Sunday and overtime work 
is in some departments, at least, optional, it 
is nevertheless true that foremen and gang 
bosses have compelied men to work on Sun- 
days against their protest, on pain of dia- 
charge. 

The wage scale for these long hours is de- 
clared by the committee to be such that it 
leaves no option to common laborers but 
the boarding boss method of living, with 
many men to the room. When a man has a 
family with him they take tn lodgers or even 
the woman goes to work. It is reported that 
immigrant parents send their children back 
to the old country to be reared while the 
mother goes to work.“ 


Report Urges Three Shifta 

A number of practical recommendations 
are made in the report, which urges laws 
to oompel three shifts in all industries oper 
ating twenty-four hours and to require one 
day of rest for all workmen in seven day in- 
dustries. The twelve hour day and the seven 
day week are characterised as a “ disgrace 
to civilization,” but the report adds that 
“they will not be avoidable until society re- 
quires the backward’ members of the com- 
munity to conform to the standard recog- 
nized by decent members of the community.”

Big Upturn in Oats. 
Big advances have been scored in oats as 
the result both of the marked gains in wheat 
and of the many bad reports from the coun- 
try. Smut and rust have been reported from 
many sections, and as the shortage in oats 
futures was large the heavy outside com-

MAY EXPORTS ARE $71,000,000 


Month Is Biggest in the History of U. 8. 
Commerce, and Fiscal Year Promises 
to Reach New Mark. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.— [Special. 1 
Exports of manufactures in May were larg- 
er than any earlier month in the history of 
the export trade of the United States, and 
for the fiscal year 1910 will be larger than 
in any earlier year. 

The total value of manufactures exported 
in 1907 was $740,000,000; in 1908, $750,000,000; 
in 1909, $671,000,000, and for 1910 seems like- 
ly to exceed the high record. Should the 
June manufdctures equal those of May, the 
total for 1910 would amount to $770,000,000. 

The value of manufacturers’ materials im- 
ported also will be larger than in any earlier 
year, The total value Imported in the eleven 
months ending with May is 593,000,000, and 
for the month of May, $65,000,000, indicat- 
ing that the total for the year will be $850,- 
000,900 against $751,000,000 in 1907, the for- 
mer high record year. 

The following statement, just prepared by 
the bureau of statistics of the department 
of commerce and labor, shows the value of 
imports and exports by great groups for the 
month of May and the eleven months ending 
with May, 1910, compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of the preceding year.

Prices for 
steel are holding well. Manufacturers Are 
working in harmony in order to maintain 
quotations at a reasonable level, and it is 
because of this that no demoralization has 


accompanied the shrinkage in businese sinc 


the early part of April. : | 
The United States Steel corporation may 
show earnings of $150,000,000 or more ih the 
current year in the event of no further shrink- 
age of shipments and the maintenance of 
the present margin of profit on steel sold. 
The corporation is operating at about 80 
per cent of capacity, and orders already on 
the books will keep the plants fairly well ein- 
ployed during the summer. The prospects 
are there will be no further change for the 
worse so far as a shrinkage in orders is con- 
cerned in the last if of the year. It is 
well to remember that steel orders generally 
show a falling off in the first half of the year 
and an increase in the last half. The orders 
of the United States Steel corporation con- 
tinue to run about 25 per cent below the pres- 


ent production of the mills. 


All the steel companies are making a good 
showing in the matter of earnings this year 
and will report satisfactory balances after 
the payment of dividends. 

To summarize the situation, the country’s 
steel mills have sufficient orders on their 
books to keep the plants fairly well employed 
during the summer, but it is well understood 
that unless orders increase in the near fu- 
ture production later on will be on a reduced 
scale. 


Electric Companies Busy. 

The electric companies, based on their re- 
cent annual reports, are in a strong position, 
and judging from the amount of business on 
their books there will be little idleness in the 
last half of the year. The Westinghouse 
company, during its last fiscal year, showed 
a balance available for dividends on the eom- 
mon stock of approximately 7% per cent, and 
the General Electric closed its fiscal year 
with a surplus of $1,278,000 after the payment 
of 8 per cent on its stock. The Western 
Electric reported a surplus available for 
dividends of nearly 14 per cent on the $15,000, - 
000 capital stoc 

It can be stated that the steel companies 
as well as the electric companies are doing 
more business at present than reported in 
several years past. While the steel business 
has fallen off from 15 to 20 per cent, the pres- 
ent production of steel and tron is at a yeafly 
rate slightly exceeding the actual produc- 
tion in the boom year of 1907. 


Standard Oil’s Earnings Grow. 

The Standard Oil company starts the sec- 
ond half of the year under favorable auspices. 
The Standard, as well as the independent ol) 
companies, are doing the largest business in 
their history. The.Standard's earnings are 
considerably more than double dividend re- 
quirements and a new high record in income 
this year is looked for. An event of im- 
portance next year will be the capital regr- 
ganization of the Standard Oil company, pro- 
vided the Supreme court hands down de- 
Jcisions in the oil and tobacco cases. i 

The copper outlook cannot be called en- 
couraging. Producers continue to turn out 


copper at a record breaking nate, and so far | 


no efforts have been made to remedy condi- 
tions, which may become demoralized in the 
event of a prolonged increase in stocks on 
hand, It would appear that certain copper 
companies are forced to turn out their maxi- 
mum output in order to maintain present 
dividend rates. A much further decline in 
prices will result in the shading of dividend 
rates by many copper concerns. | 

It is hoped that an understanding will be 
reached whereby copper production will be 
restricted to within the limits of consump- 
tion, but negotiations in this direction do 
not appear to be progressing rapidly. 

The copper outlook for the first half of this 
year was more encouraging than the outlook 
for the last half. In the latter part of 1900 
an agreement was reached which resulted 
in a moderate curtailment in output. This 
policy was abandoned later on and producers 
are now further away from an agreement 
than ever before. 


Harvester’s Large Gross Sales. 


International Harvester closes one of the 
most prosperous six months’ periods in its 
history. A safe estimate of its rates of gross 
sales for the first half of the year would be 
$90,000,000 for the full year. If the last half 
proves a& prosperous as expected by the 
management, $90,000 gross may be ex- 
ceeded. So far the gement of the Inter- 
national Harvester company is more than 
satisfied with crop advices received from its 
various agents, both in this country, Canada, 
and foreign countries. 

Should the International Harvester com- 
pany reveal gross sales of $90,000,000, there 
would remain for the common stock, 11. 
800,000, or over 20 per cent on the $80,000,000 
of that class of stock. After deducting §3, - 
200,000 as a 4 per cent dividend on the com- 
mon stock, there would remain 4 total sur- 
plus of approximately $16,000,000. In Janu-

‘Hopeful ‘for National Lead. 

The National Lead company ends the first 
half of the 1010 year with a slightly reduced 
volume of business as. 
same period a year ago, The curtailment of 
orders is not indicative of a general contrac- 
tion in business, however, so the probabili- 
ties are that the final halt of «he year will 
show better results 2 

The reduction in National Lead’s volume 
of business may be ascribed almost entirely 
to the unusually high price of linseed oll, 
which makes painting expensive and thus 
discourages the sale of white lead, the Na- 
tional company’s chief commodity. All other 
departments are doing a large business, near - 
ly all of them showing fair gains over last 
year. 

The plants of the National Lead company 
are working at close to full capacity. Even 
a severe falling off in business now, were 
such an unlikely thing to come, would not at 
once emtail decrease in the activity of the 
plants, for tt takes about five months to 
make white lead, and all changes in the 
operating forces or hours are invariably re- 
flected five months oy so after the moving 
cause ie felt. 1 

Broadity it may be said that the company’s 
business is satisfactory. With Mnseed oll at 
present levels, record earnings could not rea- 
sonably be expected, and it is the expecta- 
tion of. those who follow the linseed market 
that the new flax crop will be sufficiently 
large to effect a materia) reduction from the 
present level of linseed oll prices. 

Leather Behind 1909. 

With the completion of the merger of the 
United States Leather company with the 
Central Leather company the earnings of 
the latter company are running at a record 
rate. For the year ended Dec. 1, 1900, the 
company gave evidence of a 56 per cent in- 
erease in net earnings over the correspond. 
ing period of 1908. Earnings for common 
stock amounted to 6.72 per cent for the last 
year, compared with 1.34 per cent in 1908 
and 0.29 per cent in 1907. 

Business for the current year is prosperous, 
although it has been stated that the volume 
is not up to that of 1908. 

There is considerable .speculation as to the 
possibility of dividends on the common stock 
in the near future. However, interests who 
are in the position to krow maintain that it 
is unlikely that such an uction will be taken 
for somo time to come. No new financing is 
expected, as the working capita) of the oom- 
pany now «exceeds $51,000,000. 


Cotton Oil Satisfactory. 

While the American Hide and Leather 
company will doubtless show a gross ap- 
proximately $21,000,000 for the year ended 
June 30 next, the company’s financial cond- 
tion is not as favorable as its rival, the Cen- 
tral Leather company. D'vidends on the 
$12,848,000 7 per cent cumulative preferre4 
stock are now 71 per cent in arrears, a tota! 
of $&909,000. Just what the outcome will be 
is impossible to state. An official of the com- 
pany has denied the report that the tompany 
will go through a reorganization somewhat 
analogous to that by which the capitalization 
of the United States Leather company was 
scaled down through the conversion into the 
Central Leather company. “Nevertheless a 
director was recently quoted as saying that 
such would be the case and that several years 
would be required to get an accurate idea 
as to the real earning capacity of the com- 
pany under normal conditions. 

Notwithstanding high prices of raw ma- 
terial, the American Cotton Oil company has 
experienced a satisfactory business in the 
first halt of 1910. A better ratio. of profits 
will make up for the falling off in sales due 
to the comparatively small cotton crop in 
1900. While the French tariff has injured 
the expom business to that country, the great 
increase In domestic consumption of the com- 
pany’s products has more than made up for 
the loss. Parnings are probably no better 
than for the corresponding period of last 
year, but the company should have no dif- 
ficuity in maintaining the present 5 per cent 
rate on the common stock. 


CARPET BUSINESS IS STEADY. 


Fall Trade Begins So Well That 
Boost in Prices Is Expected 
by Dealers. 


New York, June 26.—[{Special.}—Now that 
the fall carpet season has progressed to a 
point where a fairly accurate deduction re- 
garding the status of the industry is possible, 
it can be stated that the business procured 
by some manufacturers is highly satisfac- 
tory, while that procured by others is dot 
up to expectations.
